Maxim Suggests Millionaires 

Be Made to Serve With Money 

LONDON, Aug. 271.—Citing the system 
used.in.the American Civil War, when 
men were drafted to serve as soldiers, 
Mr. Maxim, writing to the Standard, 
suggests something similar for England. 
He says that in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, with its population of 40,006,000, the 
majority of men have dependents, and 
it is not an easy matter for them to 
leave their families without support, but 
that England has a vast number of mil- 
lionaires and it is their duty to serve as 
such. 

Let the millionaires, Mr. Maxim sug- 
gests, raise the money and then England 
would quickly have an enormous num- 
ber to meet all requirements. He says 
that men who enlist should have at least 
5 shillings ($1.20) a day, then be entitled 
to a pension. He predicts if England 
makes the right use of its wealth it can 
have an army of a million men in the 
field in 40 days.

The reason an allied army, greatly in- 
ferior in numbers, is retreating on Paris 
today, as it has been for 10 days, is 
found in the initial blunder of the 
French War Ministér, who has vanished 
from the scene.

During the first 15 days of the war, 
which may be described aa the Bel- 
Sian phase, the Gérman armies, cov- 
éred by the fighting from Liege to Brus- 
sels, concentrated in unprecedented 
masses in all of Fast and Southeast 
Belgium. At fhe moment when they 
saw the French wholly committed to 
their counter-offéensive, and the greater 
part of the French army actually én- 
gaged between Metz and Muelhauseéen, 
they suddenly sét their vast army in 
motion toward Namur and Brussels. 


, Five Fateful Days. 

Three days sufficed to sWéep thé 
feeble Beigian force from their front and 
crush it back into Antwerp. Two days 
more, and their march west and then 
south had brought perhaps 900,000 Ger- 
mans in front of the allied army, num- 
bering at most less than 600,000, perhaps 
not more than 40,000, and placed south 
of Namur, and, roughly speaking, on a 
line between the Meuse and the Scheldt, 
with Charleroi as ita center. 

At the precise moment when the Ger- 
man “drive” began, Sunday, Aug. 28, 
the great mass of the German army 
was less than 150 miles from Paris. The 
bulk of the French army was from 25" 
to 300 miles away, fighting desperately 
and making little real headway. Plain- 
ly, if the small northern army were 
really crushed or outflanked, énveloped 
and captured, the French armies’ suc- 
cesses eastward in the Vosges, if there 
were any, would amount to nothing, and 
the safety of the armies which had won 
them would soon be gravely imperiled. 

This, then, is the explanation of the 
last 10 days of furious fighting, which 
still continues. With irresistible weight 
of numbers, the Germans from Belgium 
fell upon the French and English, drove 
them south from the Mons-Charileroi 
line, from the Valenciennes-Maubeuge- 
Givet line, from the Cambrai-Landreties 
line, from the Amiens-St. Quentin-La 
Fere line. 


Each of these lines represents a front 
of 6 miles or more facing south. 


Purposes of Both Sides.

France and England Recognize] 
Neutrality of Rechristened 
Hamburg That Sails 


Saturday. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The Ameri- 
can Red Cross announces today that it 
had chartered the steamer Hamburg of 
the Hamburg-American line, which will 
be renamed the ‘‘Red Crogés” and sail 
on Saturday for Euroépe, 

A dozen hospital units will be placed 
on the ship, which -will be manned by 
an American crew and commanded by 
retired American naval officers. It will 
fly, by a spécial act ‘ “,ongréss, the 
American flag, and a lied Cross flag. 

Ambassador Jusserand today notified 
the Red Cross that’ France would rec- 
ognize the néutfality of ‘the ship, al- 
though the primary owner be a German 
née. Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, already had informed 
the Red Cross that England would rec- 
o@nizée the neutrality of the vessel. 

The ship will go to England first, 
where Rear Admiral Aaron Ward, U. 8S. 
N., rétired, will take command. 

Miss Mabel T. Boardman, chairman 
of the National Relief Board of the 
Ameérican Red Cross, will go to New 
York tonight to take personal charge of 
the final preparations for the depart- 
uré of the ship. 


Vessel Arranged to Care fer 250 Doe- 
tora and Nurses. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Thé Hamburg- 
Americah company today said that it 
had been notified that between 150 and 
250 doctors and nurses would be sént to 
Europe on the Hamburg and that ac- 
commodations for the larger number 
were made. The holds will be filled 
with all kinds of hospital supplies. The 
ship which has recently been in the 
trensatiantic service, is chartered to 
make one round trip to Europe; the 
ports’ of call to be determined by the 
Red Cross. 

The Hamburg will be painted white, 
with a red ‘‘hospital band’’ around the 
upper part of her hull, 

It was said at the offices of the Ham- 
Lburg-American line here that the char- 
ter was given to the American Re4 
Cross with the understanding that all 
operating expenses were to be paid by 
the society. Further, it was announced. 
that a second ship of the Hamburg-

BERLIN, Aug. 2%, via Copenhagen 
and London, Aug. %1.—The following 
account of Austrian operations has 
been obtained in Berlin creme an offi- 
cial Austrian source: 

“In the Austro-Russian theater of 
war, décigive battles have been in prog- 
ress for several days.

“Nothing that has happened gives 
cause for that despair which hag tak- 
en hold of some people, whose fears 
have been exaggerated.

Can’t Estimate Losses. 

“It is impossible to estimate the al- 
lies’ losses.

stroyed by a bomb from a Zeppelin. Fort 
Chaudfontaine was blown into oblivion 
by a German shell which dropped into 
the magazine. 
“Finally Gen, Leman decided to make 
his last stand in Fort Loncin. When 
the end became inevitable he destroyed 
the last gun and burned the plans, maps, 
papers and food supplies. He was about 
to order all the men to the trenches 
when a shell buried him beneath a pile 
of debris. He was unconscious when the 
fort surrendered.”

flags. 1 found the city clean, sleepy and 
pretty, with narrow, twisting streets 
and smart shops and cafes set in flower 
gardens, houses with red roofs, green 
shutters and white walis. 

Over these that faced south had been 
trained pear trees, their branches heavy 
with fruits spread out against the walls 
like branches of candelabra. The town 
hall was very o!d and very beautiful, 
an example of gothic architecture in de- 
tail and design more celebrated even 
than the town hall of Bruges or Brus- 
sels. It was 500 years old and lately had 
been repaired with great taste and at 
great cost. 

Opposite was the Church of St. Pierre, 
dating from the fifteenth century, a very 
noble building, with many chapels filled 
with carvings of the time of the Re- 
naissance in wood, stone and iron. In 
the university were 150,000 volumes. 

Near it was the bronze statue of Fa- 
ther Damden, priest of the leper colony 
in the South Pacific, of which Robert 
Louis Stevenson wrote. All these build- 
ings now are empty, exploded cartridges, 
statues, pictures, carvings, parchments, 
archives—all are gone.

No one defends the sniper. But be- 
cause ignorant Mexicans when their city 
was invaded fired upon sailors, we did 
not destroy Vera Cruz. Even had we 
bombarded Vera Cruz, we could have 
restored it. Money can never restore 
Louvain. Great architects and artists, 
dead these 600 years, made it beautiful 
and their handiwork belonged to the 
world. With torch and dynamite the 
Germans heve turned these masterpieces 
into ashes and all the Kaiser's horses 
and all his men cannot bring them back 
again. 

When, by troop train we reached Lou- 
vain, the entire heart of the city was 
destroyed and fire had reached the bou- 
levard Direllmont, which faces the rail- 
road station. The night was windless, 
and the sparks rose in steady, leisurely 
pillars, falling back into the furnace 
from which they sprang. In their work 
the soldiers were moving from the heart 
of the city to the outskirts, street by 
street, from house to house 

In each buildirg, so German soldiers 
told me, they began at the first floor, 
and wh:n that was burning steadily, 
passed to the one on the next. There 
were no exceptions—whether it was a 
store, chapel or private residence, it was 
destroyed. The occupants had been 
warned to g0, and in each deserted 
shop or house the furniture waspiled 
the torch was stuck under it and into the 
air went the savings of years, souve- 
nirs of children, of parents, heirlooms 
that had passed from generation to gen- 
eration. The people had. time only to 
fill a villow case and fly. Some were 
not te fortunate, and, by thousands, like 
flo . of sheep, they were rounded up 
a’ marched through the night to cuon- 
¢« «ration camps. We were not allowed 
to speak to any citizen of Louvain. but 
the Germans crowded the windows, 
boastful, gloating. eager to interpret. 


War on the Defenseless. 
We were free to move from one end 


of the train to the other, and in the two 
hours during which it circled the burn- 
ing city, War was before us in its most 
hateful aspect. 

In other wars I have watched men on 
one hill top, without haste, without 
heat, fire at men on another hill, and 
in consequence on both sides, good men 
were wasted. But in these fights there 
were no women or children, and. the 
shells struck only vacant stretches of 
veldt or uninhabited mountain sides. At 
Louvain it was war upon the defense-

less, war upon churches, colleges. shops 


of milliners and lace makers; war 
brought to the bedside and the fireside; 
against women havesting in the fields, 
against children ‘in wooden shoes at 
play in the streets. 

At Louvain that night the Germans 
were like men after an orgy. 

There were 50 prisoners erect and soi-| 
diery. In the ocean the little patch of 
khaki looked pitifully lonely; but they 
regarded the men who had outnum- 
bered but not defeated them, with calm 
but uncurious eyes. In one way I was 
glad to see them there. Later they will 
bear witness as to how the enemy 
makes a wilderness and calls it war. 

It was a most weird picture. On the 
high ground, broken spires of the 
Church of St. Pierre and the Hotel de 
Ville, and descending were row beneath 
row of houses, roofless, with windows 
like blind eyes. Fire had reached the 
last row of houses, those on the Boule- 
vard de Jodigne. Some of these were 
already cold, but others sent up stead- 
ily, straight columns of flame. In oth- 
ers, at the third and fourth stories, the 
window curtains still hung, flowers still 
filled the window boxes, while on the 
first floor the terch had just passed, and 
the flames were lapping. Fires had de- 
voured the electric plant, but at th- 
railroad station, flames, at times, made 
it so bright you could see the second- 
hand of your watch, and at other times 
all was darkness, lighted only by can- 
dles. 


Men to Be Shot Marched Past.

by the electric torch he carried strapped 
to his chest. In the darkness the gray 
uniforms filled the station with an army 
of You could -]1stiiguisa wen 
oniy when pipes hanging frum thelr 
teeth giowed red and their bayenets 
flashed.

He warned others not to bring 
down upon themselves a like vengeance. 

As those being led to spend tha night 
in the fields looked across to those 
marked for death, they saw old friends, 
neighbors of long standing, men of their 
own household. The officer bellowing 
at them from the cart was illuminated 
by the headlights of an automobile. He 
looked like an actor held in a spotlight 
on a darkened stage. 

It was all like a scene upon the stage, 
so unreal, so inhuman, you felt that it 
could not be true that the current of fire 
purring and crackling and sending up 
hot sparks to meet the kind, calm stars 
was only a painted back drop; that the 
reports of rifles fiom the dark rooms 
came from blank cartridges and that 
these trembling shopkeepers and peas- 
ants ringed in by bayonets would not 
in a few minutes really die, but that 
they themselves and their homes would 
be restored to their wives and children. 

You felt it was only a nightmare, cruel 
and uncivilized.

WIRELESS, PLANS 


Neutral Messages Can Be,Sent 
by Nations in Code if Plains * 
to U. S. Censor, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3L—Both Ger- 
many and Great Britain have accepted 
the proposal of the United States that 
the wireless stations at Tuckerton, N. 
J., and Sayville, L. L, be permitted to 
send code messages to belligerent coun- 
tries, subject to censorship by Ameri- 
can naval officers. 

The plan will permit diplomatic _rep- 
resentatives of all bellicgerents to s@nJ 
code messages by wireless, but Amer- 
ican naval officers at all stations must 
be taken into the confidence of. the 
senders to establish the neutral nature 
of communications. 

Censors Must Know Code. 

Under the new arrangements, which 
is expected to go into effect in a few 
days, the American censor would be 
given a copy of the code of the original 
messase and if satisfied that no viola- 
tion of neutrality was involved, the 
message might be transmitted in cipher . 
and reach its destination without being 
read generally by ships of other bellig- 
erents.

The 
American Governmant at first planned 
to censor the cables, but abandoned the, 
idee 

Neutral Messages Only. 

While the subject has been in diplo- 
matic discussion the State Departmeat 
has transmitted in cipher through Lon- 
don all the messages of the German 
Embassy here to the Foreign Office at 
Berlin, only messages of a distinctly 
neutral character, however, being ac- 
cepted. 

As the wireless station at Sayville, 
L. L, is the only one which can reach 
Germany, it is understood that .the 
Navy Department will issue new in- 
structions in a few days, although a 
formal announcement of the plan will 
await conferences between Secretary 
Bryan and the German Ambassador, 
Count von Bernatorff.

“That may not, at first thought, con- 
vey our full meaning.

Alsace Invasion “Politics.” 
“Politics play a larger part in war 


than most soldiers care to admit. We 
suspect that the motive for the French 
offensive in Alsace and Lorraine was 
largely political. Every success there, 
however trivial, would fill the mind of 
the dullest French soldier with hope and 
confidence. The armies which. too 
Muelhausen and got astride the line 
from Metz to Stressburg were wiping 
o** 1870, and in a word achieving ‘la 
ravanche.’ 

“To create such an impression would 
be invaluable at the opening of the 
campaign. It is possible that “he 
French expected an attack from Metz. 
More probably, they hoped to use the 
Lorraine army to envelop the German 
left, and since the great fortresses of 
Metz and Strassburg had to be dealt 
with, we must suppose that this was a 
large army, of anything over chree 
corps. 

‘We know only that it has been heav- 
ily defeated, has lost many prisoners, 
and much of its artillery (the Germans 
say 16,000 men and 150 guns) and has 
been driven back into French territory, 
leaving Luneville in the enemy’s hands 

‘The military position has here been 
ruined by politics, for obviously this 
force, or most of it, was required in the 
north. 

Belgians Discontented. 

“On the other hand, the Belgian cam- 
paign has suffered from a neglect of 
the political, or shall we say the hu- 
man factor? It is pretty generally 
known now that the Belgians are dis- 
contented because they have felt thut 
the allies have ieft them in the jurch. 
Why, they ask, did the French go on 
invading Alsace, and why wer: the 
British detailed for the defense of 
Northern France, while no one has 
helped to protect Central Belgium? 

“Weare not criticising these arrange- 
ments, which may have been based on 
a very brilliant plan. In fact, they 
have worked badly. and the conse- 
quences must be traced. The result of 
allowing the Beigians cause for this bit- 
terness Was, first, that the field army 
did only moderately well before Louvain, 
ana worse still that Namur has (more 
or less) fallen with disconcerting ease. 

‘It is quite likely that German poli- 
tics in this part of the field would alsa 
have been good strategy. If even the 
French and British divisions had been 
spared to assist the Belgians, their 
spirits might not have flagged and 
Namur might have held out for weehs 
or months instead of days. 

‘We are inclined to think that too 
trauch. was expected of Namur, because 
tco much was made of the resistance cf 
liege. We know that the first attack 
on Liege was made not by three army 
corps, but only by a body of covering 
troops half mobilized and hastily rushed 
forward. 


Weakness of Forts. 
“A ring of fortresses is nu stronger 


than the weakest of its single fort>. and 
if one is taken, the central town can be 
rvshed and any co-ordinate defense dis- 
crganized. That happened slowly at 
Liege and rapidly at Namur and we 
must be prepared to see it happen again. 

“To sum up this attempt is a guess at 
the reason of a failure in the first round 
of the cam Gen. Joffre failed to 
reckon Om & mass movement through 
Brussela, counted on Namur to stop 
a@ Mass Movement down the Meuse, and 
spent, in the invasion of Lorraine and 
the effort to turn the German left, the 
forces which were really required to 
deal with the German right. 

“This German right encountered stub- 
born and successful resistance from the 
British at Mons. The gallantry of our 
men, however, could not save the bat- 
tle. The French at Charleroi, in spite 
of the obstinate courage which they 
showed in taking the town again and 
again, after their first repulse, were not 
in adequate numbers. The center was 
driven back and meanwhile the allied 
right was in peril. 

“The Belgians had failed to hold Na 
mur, the key to the Meuse. Two sepa 
rate offensives westward (of which we 
know no details) againet the German 
armies of Ardennes and from Luxem- 
burg were simultaneously repulsed. 


A Bad Week's Work. 
“No choice remained. The offensive 


has been everywhere abandoned and the 
allies have fallen back on the first line 
of defense within the French frontier.

» @ bad record for the week's work 
and it means that the whole conception 
of the western campaign must be re- 
vised. 

“The Germans are evidently in vast 
numbers. They are moving with sur- 
prising rapidity. They are prepared to 
lose heavily. We may as well dismiss at 
once all the tales too eagerly believed 
about the defective commissariat and 
the discouragement of the men. 

"Tt is likely that the allies may be

GERMANS MAY CUT OFF 

FRENCH RETREAT TO PARIS 
LONDON, Aug. 81.—The Post today

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 31.—Efforts 
were continued today identify the

Physicians Unable to Discover 
Anythizg That Would Result 
in Tetanus, Except Blister. 


Careful investigation by two phyal- 
clans has faiied to clear the mystery 4s 
to what caused the lockjaw which led 
to the death of Margaret Alice Sparks, 
ll years old, a daughter of Perry 
Sparks of 5211 Vernon avenue, yester- 


day, after an illness of three days. 

That death was due from tetanus ‘ts 
officially stated in the death certifi- 
cate. This disease, which always reaches 
its climax in lockjaw if not quickly 
checked, is usually caused by some ex- 
ternal injury. The only evidence of 
such injury found by the physicians 
was a small blister on the back of the 
right heel, caused by the rubbing of a 
slipper. The doctors believe this would 
not have been sufficient to cause teta- 
nus. 

Died Early Yesterday. 

The little girl first complained of ill- 
ness Thursday afternoon. When her 
father went home he called her for sup- 
per. She attempted to eat a piece of 
meat, but complained that she could 
not chew it. She retired soon after sup- 
per. 

Friday morning her condition was 
worse and Dr. G. W. Carson was sum- 
moned. He detected tetanus symptoms 
and called Dr. E. W. Saunders of 4600 
Olive street in consultation. Anti-teta- 
nus serum was administered and for a 
time the girl’s condition showed im- 
provement, but Saturday morning there 
were intervals in which her jaws were 
tightly locked. At other times she was 
able to talk with difficulty.

SAFE ROBBERS AND 
HOLD A SUSPECT 


One Shot Is Fired in Chase and 
Wounds Negro in Alley 
Through Which Men Fled. 


The rust-covered coat of Philip Katz, 
a recent arrival from New York, is de- 
pended upon by the police to connect 
him with an attempt to rob the safe of 
the George ImMasche Feed Co. of 1210 
Biddle street. A “duck-bill’’ jimmy tis 
held as further evidence against Katz. 

About 12:30 o’clock this morning Rich- 
ard Lobert, who occupies apartments 


above the feed store, was awakened by 
a noise below. He concluded that bur- 
glars were moving the coripany’s iron 
safe from the office into the back part 
of the store and went in search of po- 
lice n. 

Patrolman Barry and Private Watch- 
man Logan accompanied Laobert to the 
store and after Barry tried the back 
door and started around to the front 
two men ran into the alley toward Carr 
street. 

Barry fired a shot at the men and ac- 
cidentally wounded Henry Smith, a ne- 
gro, who stepped into the alley just as 
the chase began. Smith was taken to 
the city -hospital with a bullet In his 
right thigh. 

The chase ended on a vacant lot at 
Twelfth and Carr, where Patro'man 
Marson, attracted by the shooting, 
found Katz. He Was breathing 
heavily and was persplring freely. Jesse 
Taylor. a negro, of 114 North Twelfth 
street, told the police he saw Katz run 
from the alley behind the feed store. 
The second suspect escaped while Bar- 
ry was attending to the wounded by- 
stander. 

At the Carr Street Station it was no- 
ticed that Katz's coat was covered with 
rust which corresponded with the condi- 
tion of the ImMasche safe. A long iron 
jimmy fashioned at one end In the shape 
of a duck’s bill—an instrument only re- 
cently introduced by New York safe 
robbers and the counterpart of one taken 
from a gang of safe robbers arrested 
here a month ago—was found lying on a 
bale of hay near the corner into which 
the safe had been rolled. 


Katz said he was 38 years old and that

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WAR-MAKING IN THE DARK. 

Asking the question, “Can Europe ever again 
tolerate the peril of secret diplomacy?” the con- 
clusion of the London Daily News is that “The 
example of the United States must hereafter be- 
come the model of the civilized world.” 
It is early in the present struggle to begin bal- 
ancing the books, but one such expression as this 
gives us an accurate forecast of some of the 
accounts that are going to be settled, not by 
Kaisers or Kings, but by the people, when peace 
shall have been restored. 

Monarchy has always sneered at American 
diplomacy as of the shirt-sleeve variety. Because 
it was open, direct and honest it was pronounced 
uncouth. Because it refused to engage in in- 
trigue, it was held to be deficient in skill. Be- 
cause it kept faith, it was pityingly regarded as 
maladroit. But the worst of its offenses has al- 
ways been publicity. 

The war now raging in Europe is the direct 
result of royalty’s secret diplomacy. For a gen- 
eration past the great armaments there have been 
falsely represented as making for peace when we 
all know now that they were making for war. 
Everything relating to supreme governmental 
policies has been secret except the existence of 
the colossal war machines and the crushing taxes 
which have sustained them. 

In this way the censorships of peace have been 
A 
handful of men in each country knew what was 
going on. Hundreds of millions who are now ar- 
rayed against each other in battles as secret as 
the diplomacy that led to them had no more 
knowledge of the true situation than their rela- 
tives at home have now whether fathers and 
brothers and sons at the front are dead or alive. 
To praise the American idea of diplomacy is to 
exalt democracy. To denounce the secret diplo- 
macy of Europe is to assail divine right and ar- 
istocracy. The one proceeds on the theory that 
the people who bear the burdens of war and 
meet its sacrifices have a right to know its causes 
and to pass judgment upon them. The other 
places the sword in the hands of a monarch sur- 
rounded by countries and gun makers who con- 
tinue their wars in the dark and then blasphem- 
ously appeal to God, slow to wrath, and a people 
almost as patient to support their arms in a fight 
in the dark. 

Of late we have had some imitators of the 
secret diplomacy and censorships of the Old 
World, but with the tragic example now before 
us it is hardly possible that they can make further 
headway. When Europe was undergoing another 
scourge of war more than a century ago, Thomas 
Jefferson entreated his countrymen to take warn- 
ing and to “besiege the throne of heaven with 
personal prayers to extirpate from creation this 
class of human lions, tigers and mammoths called 
Kings, from whom let him perish who does not 
say ‘Good Lord, deliver us.’ ” 

Every gory field, every ruined town, every 
crowded hospital.and every desolate home today 
cries out against war secretly planned and ex- 
ecuted by monarchs. If the war of Kings does 
not end in a war upon Kings, no matter whose 
standards shall at last claim the victory, it. will 
bring nothing but loss and sorrow to mankind. 
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CITY EMPLOYES’ ALLEGED ATTACK. 
St. Louis has two dog catchers whose official 
life, if the charges made against them are sub- 
stantiated, should be terminated as summarily 
as that of the unfortunate captives they make. 
When a kind-hearted woman on whose Franklin 
avenue premises they had trespassed sought to 
defend a dog from their seizure, they are said 
to have attacked her with the implements of 
their trade, the wire loops with which-dogs are 
ensnared, dragging her with her neck in the 
leop.: ‘They are also’ said to have assailed with 
these unpleasant weapons two men who came to 
her rescue. 

A long list of offenses might be based on their 
alleged acts from the moment of the original 
trespass. One of them is resisting police officers 
on the ground that as “city officials” they were 
immune from arrest. Their fellow “officials,” 
including police magistrates as well as all citt- 
zents, have a special interest in removing this 
claim for exemption by removing them from the 
payroll. 
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‘A NEW ‘‘REDEEMING VICE.’’ 

Ignoring Mark Twain’s warning that «every 
man ought to retain at least one “redeeming vice” 
in order not to lose all sympathetic fellowship 
with his frail brother and sister mortals—‘‘born 
to trouble as the sparks fly upward’—the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church South lately forbade its 
ministers to use tobacco in any form. Many of 
them, or of their venerated predecessors in the 
Southern pulpits, who in earlier times indulged 
with proprieity in the occasional use of potable 
stimulants, found, when that indulgence was 
forbidden, a compensating solace in pipe, 
cigar, plug or fine cut. Flesh, accustomed 
through uncounted generations to receive in 
hours of intellectual stress the aid of one or 
another concentrated stimulant, could not com- 
fortably endure the instant and entire with- 
drawal of all such external spurs to clear think- 
ing and eloquent speaking. For very many, then, 
tobacco took the place of the wine cup and the 
corn dew bracer, and if any stern Puritan ob- 
jected to the shift as an evasion rather than a 
reform, that Puritan’s voice was smothered under 
a general chorus of approval of a change which 
most folk regarded as at any rate a forward step 
toward human perfection. 
It seems to have been believed, or hoped, by the 
promoters of the ban recently placed upon tobac- 
co, that with the abolition of the weed no other 
Labit-forming substitute would be in demand. 
if so, they reckoned without due consideration of 
mankind's immemorial weakness. A substitute 
has been found. “Ginger root,” the Houston 
Chronicle informs us, “is what the ministers have 
fend will help to divert the ecclesiastical mind. 
Tte use is prescribed by Rev. Dr. Samuel Steel of 
Columbia, S. C., and it is being taken up all over 
the South.” 
We confess we are not greatly surprised by this 
intelligence. Humanity moves slowly forward 
looking backward. Man climbs to loftier heights 
with gaze turned wistfully downward to the mel- 
low plains from which, under the spur of his ever- 
increasing wisdom, he departs for higher levels. 
Often he refuses the proposed advance and trav- 
els in a cycle- back to some long-abangoned tent- 


ing ground of racial habit. 1 is so with this re- 
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adoption of the habit of chewing the ginger root. 
It is a vastly older human indulgence than the 
chewing and smoking of tobacco. Thousands of 
years ago the natives of India, China, Arabia and 
other portions of the ancient East dallied with the 
“punch” which nature secretes within the root of 
the ginger plant. They do it to this day. It is 
perhaps significant that the world’s finest, most 
stimulating ginger is found in Jamaica, the home 
of a liquid stimulant which has won a globe- 
girdling sanction among adventurous males under 
the name of Jamaica ginger. 

It is possible the cost of using ginger will be 
less than that of using tobacco; there may be 
some economic saving. How much, if any, only 
time can determine. We doubt not many wives 
who have often, in suppressed bitterness, secretly 
--sometimes, alas, openly—computed the number 
of rugs, gowns, hats, pictures, et cetera, which 
might have been bought with father’s tobacco 
money will soon be making similar computations 
upon father’s outlay for ginger root. Some wom- 
en, very likely, will esteem the chewing of the 
root a less elegant habit than the smoking of a 
fragrant Havana, or even of a beloved pipe. This 
is particularly likely to be true of thcse incom- 
parable wives who rejoiced to witness the pleas- 
ure father got of his tobacco; who never grudged 
him that simple solace of laborious days. 

In any event, the pastors of the vigorous and 
spiritually militant Methodist Episcopal Church 
South have given us all a worthy illustration of 
the admonition, “Physician, heal thyself.” They 
are, as they see it, “setting a good example” to the 
members of their several flocks. If the force of 
that example be somewhat dulled by the accept- 
ance of ginger root as a substitute for the repudi- 
ated witchery of the weed, why, we can still find 
merit in the performance by accepting the nobil- 
ity of the original intention instead of captiously 
laying stress upon the incompleteness of the per- 
formance. 

And perhaps, after all, Mark Twain, who lowed 
us more and therefore knew us better than most 
men, was right about it. 
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THE FIRST WORLD WAR. 

There have been 11 formal declarations of 
war made during August. This is the list: 
Austria-Hungary against Servia, Germany 
against Russia, Germany against France, Ger- 
many against Great Britain, Austria-Hungary 
against Russia, Great Britain against Austria- 
Hungary, Germany against Belgium, France 
against Austria-Hungary, Japan against Germany, 
Austria-Hungary against Japan, Austria-Hungary 
against Belgium. 

Montenegro engaged in the fighting against 
Austria-Hungary without a formal declaration. 
Portugal participates by virtue of a treaty en- 
gagement to supply 10,000 men to Great Britain 
if the latter be attacked by two or more powers. 

Spain, Italy, Turkey, Roumania, Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway, Sweden, Greece and Switzerland 
are thus far out of it. If drawn into the melee, 
Turkey, Roumania and Bulgaria are expected to 
join the Teutonic allies, Italy and perhaps Hol- 
land, the Anglo-French-Russian-Belgian-Japanese 
group. 

Every continent has already supplied men for 
the contending armies. North and South Amer- 
ican citizens have volunteered chiefly in the 
French and English forces. Reserves from this 
country and from South America have gone back 
home by hundreds to serve under all the warring 
banners. France’s African colonial forces, shoul- 
der to shoulder with East Indians, Australians, 
Canadians and New Zealanders, are stubbornly 
resisting the German advance on Paris. Japa- 
nese are besieging Germans at Kiauchau, and 
French statesmen are calling on England to urge 
Japan #0 send a huge army to join the allies 
against the Germans in Europe. 

It is the first world war in human history. 
Compared with it, the American Civil War, the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870, the Russo-Japa- 
nese War and the British-Boer War shrink to 
the dimensions of mere local disturbances. 
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SIDEWALK MARKETS. 

It is quite useless to invest municipal funds in 
public markets for sidewalk trading, unless the 
municipalities also guard against price-fixing 
combinations too often formed by the lessees of 
market stalls. These local combinations, com- 
plained of wherever American cities have estab- 
lished market houses, often lay a heavier cost-of- 
living tax upon the consumer than that which is 
alleged to be imposed by the national food com- 
binations. 
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THE PERIL OF 1772 AMERICANS. 
The Olympic, carrying 1772 passengers, or more 
than the Titanic carried.on her ill-fated trip, 
came across the last time with an armament of 
four six-inch guns in place as a protection against 
German cruisers. 

What would she have done if she had met a 
warship of the enemy? This question is of a good 
deal more importance to Americans with rela- 
tives among the passenger list than the question 
whether the vessel had forfeited her merchant 
marine status on her arrival in New York. 

We want no encounters between liners and gun- 
boats that will invite a worse horror than the 
encounter of the Olympic’s sister ship witb an 
iceberg. 
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RICHARD HARDING DAVIS ESCAPES. 

We are glad the Kaiser did not shoot our 
correspondent. The old plea in extenuation of 
the sage brush theater, that the performer was 
doing the best he could, seems_in point. Besides, 
after the fine notice Mr. Davis gave the Kaiser's 
army as it was passing through Brussels, it would 
have been very unclubby, not to say very un- 
grateful, in the Kaiser to shoot him. 

The capture by the Boers of Winston Churchill 
while he was serving as a war correspondent in 
South Africa was the biggest asset of his early 
life. For several years afterward he lectured on 
his experiences in English-speaking countries, in- 
cluding America, making a great deal of money, 
and from the lecture platform went onto the 
stump, then gained a Parliament seat and still 
later won his present Cabinet job. 

Even if Mr. Davis has no taste for politics, 
a glittering career on the chautauqua circuit is 
a possibility on his return. Nevertheless and 
notwithstanding, we are glad the Kaiser did fiot 
shoot him.

It was such a surrender as the world 
has seldom seen; as the red annals of 
war have almost never chronicled. Here 
is the roll of men whom ‘Napoleon the 
Little” that day surrendered to the Prus- 
sian King: 

Forty Generals, 4000 commissioned offi- 
cers and 84,000 soldiers! 

It was France’s blackest hour: a rot- 
ten empire's rottenest disgrace. Nearly 
90,000 men, with weapons in their hands. 
driven into a trap and there meekly 
handed over to the Germans. 

Napoleon ITI wag packed off to W'l- 
helmshoehe, a prisoner, and the con- 
almost unopposed. 
upon Paris. Metz held out until Oct. 
28; Strassburg fell a month earlier, and 
Belfort kept the foe at bay until Feb. 
16 of the next year. But Paris— 
France’s very heart—was left exposed 
to the enemy by the fall of Sedan. And 
toward Paris the Germans advanced.

Developments Over Sunday) 
Show No Change in the. 
Market Situation. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK. Aug. 51.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“A very visible feeling of depression, 
over the course of the war in France, 
appeared in all financial market places 
today. That feeling again arose from 
the inference that the German victories 
—especially after the ruthless perform- 
ances at Antwerp and Louvain—were far 
more likely to mean a pene and 
desperate resistance and therefore a 
protracted war, than had heretofore been 
expected. 

“It would once more have been a 
matter of great interest could the silent 
stock market have spoken. As it was, 
the whole wheat market seemed to give 
most reflection to the sentiment of the 
day; it rose again with great violence— 
which itewould hardly have been likely 
to do if the instinct of the market had 
inferred another 1870 and 1871, from the 
German advancement on Paris.” 

The Money Market. 

“Foreign exchange appeared to be less 
affected than before by this question of 
duration of the war, but that market 
has been moving on the basis of prob- 
lems of its own. 

“Its immediate future course will de- 
pend much more:’on the action of our 
market in regard to such projects as the 
Canadian gold credit fund than on the 
outcome of battles and sieges. 

“It is quite in point by way of contri- 
bution to discussions of whether or not 
we can spare such gold as may be need- 
ed to settle our actual maturities to re- 
fer to Saturday’s New York bank re- 
turns. 

“Where $30,000,000 cash (almost wholly 
gold) is known to have been taken from 
the banks for hoarding, in the opening 
week of August, their cash reserves 
have increased $8,000,000 subsequently, al- 
though some §7,000,000 has gone out to 
the Government and the interior. Banks 
in the clearing house now hold in cash 
ne ns cent of their deposit liabilities, 
and nearly 70 per cent of their $326,000, - 
000 cash reserve is gold. Under the new 
reserve law, a city bank will have to 
hold only 15 per cent in all, against even 
its demand deposits.”’ 

The Cotton Report. 

“It is impossible not to recogrize 
a certain grim irony surrounding to- 
day’s Government cotton crop esti- 
mate. Growing conditions during 
August are shown to have raised the 
promise of the yield—notably in 
Texas, Where the prospect is eight 
per cent better than a month ago and 
15 per cent better than in 1893—that 
the crop's average condition is the 
largest reported in this month since 
1904. The average per centage of 78 
compares with 68% a year age, when 
the eventual viela was 14,000,000 
bales, or the second largest ‘in our 
history. This difference so far off- 
Sets the four per cent decrease in 
pentes acreage this year that the 

epartment of Agriculture today in- 
terprets from “the condition figures” 
an indicated yield of 15,000,000 bales. 

“Under normal circumstances in the 
world at large, this estimate would 
have had a potent influence for the bet- 
ter on financial and business sentiment. 
As it is, with a very great part of the 
foreign market (which in all consumes 
nearly two-thirds of our annual cotton 
production) shut off from us bv war, a 

“bumper crep’’ would inspire producers 
with strangely mixed emotions. 

“The questions how muclr of a genu- 
inely large crop could be stored to re- 
serve it for later marketing, what it 
would cost to store it, and on what 
basis the proce could oe financed, are 
matters of real not epee *— 

“In time this proBlem like others cre- 
ated by the war in Europe will solve 
itself; but scarcely without some con- 
siderable sacrifice in values. That sac- 
rifige, the cotton producing community 
will eventually have to assent: for even 
if it were possible to preserve artificial 
Valuations by banking or Government 
assistance, the result of that would- be 
to spoil the market which is still left 
open, and greatly to complicate the fu- 
ture position of the holder of warehouse 
cotton.” 


BUTTER MARKET FIRM; 
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General Produce Is Quotably 
Unchanged—Veals Are 
Steady. 
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(COTTON CROP 
GUNDITION 1) 
PLACED AT 70 


Figures Compare With 76.4 in 
July and 73.4 the 10-Year 
Average. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 41.—The condi- 
tion of the cotton crop of the United 
States on Aug. 25 was 78.0 per cent of a 
normal, ‘the United States Department 
of Agriculture's crop reporting board 
announced at noon today, in its fourth 
condition report of the season. his 
compares with 76.4 per cent on July 25 
this year, 68.2 per cent on Aug. 25 last 
year, 74.8 per cent in 1912, an “73.4 per 
cent, the average for the past 10 years 
on Aug 

Wahowine the last condition report 
in July the crop reporting board an- 
nounced that the condition of July 25 
forecast a yield of 179 pounds of cotton 
per acre, which on the acreage report- 
ed July 1, viz., 36,960,000, would produce 
6,616,000,000 pounds of lint, or about 13,- 
850,000 bales of 500 pounds gross weight. 
It added that if an allowance of 1 per 
cent be made for abandonment of acre- 
age, the forecast would be about 13,726,- 
000 bales. 

The official figures of the Crop Report- 
ing Board announce the equivalent in 
yield of 100 per cent condition on Aug. 
25, as 259.7 pounds per acre. With an 
acreage of 36,590,400, making an allow- 
ance of 1 per cent for abandonment, the 
forecast of yield as indicated from the 
Aug. 2% condition can be obtained in 
pounds. This total of pounds may be 
reduced to 500 pounds gross weight bales 
by dividing 478.1 pounds, the average net 
weight of such bales. 

During the early part of the month 
good rains occurred in portions of the 
eastern belt, especially in Alabama and 
Georgia, and the crop was reported as 
haVing made satisfactory progress in 
those states, as well as in portions of 
the Carolinas and Mississippi, where 
showers fell.

Picking was be- 
coming quite general in the southern 
portions, but was being hindered some- 
what by too frequent rains, and some 
damage was reported from too much 
moisture and from shedding, while in- 
sect pests were reported from a num- 
ber of localities.
